Oui  attachment  to  the  national  Confti- 
tution,  is  llrono  and  indilfoluble.  We  con- 
fidcr  it  a  delcription  of  thofe  Powers, 
w'nich  the  people  have  fubmitted  to  their 
Magitlrates,  to  be  exercifed  for  definitive 
purpofes,  and  not  a  charter  of '  favors, 
granted  by  a  fovereign  to  his  fubjecls.

Our  joy,  of  courfe  muft  have  been  great 
on  your  election  to  the  firft  office  in  the 
nation  :  having  had  good  evidence,  from 
your  announced  fentiments  !k  unifot  m  con- 
duel:,  that  it  would  be  your  ftrife  and  glo- 
ry to  turn  back  the  government,  to  its 
virgin  purity.

I  rel  ieve  witb  particular  ]  lenfurc  the 
the  teftimony  of  "cod  wi!l  with  vvi  ich 
your  citizens  have  been  pleafed  to  charge 
you  for  me;  it  prefentsan  extraordinary 
proof  of  the  IkiH  with  which  thofe  do- 
meftic  arts,  which  contribute  fo  much  to 
our  daily  comfort,  are  praflifed  by  thent; 
and  pai  ticilarly  by  that  portion  of  them 
moft  interring  to  the  affeOions,  the  care, 
and  the  happinefs  of  man. 

To  myfelf  this  mark  of  efieem  from 
frecoorn  fairners,  employed  perl,  dally  in 
the  ufeful  labors  of  life  is  peculiarly 
grateful,  having  no  wifh  but  to  preferve 
to  them  the  fruits  of  their  labour,  their 
fenfe  of  this  truth  will  be  my  higbeft  re- 
ward.

DEBATE 
On  Mr.  Breck&nridges  motion  to  repeal* 
the  act  passed  last  iessionfor  a 
new  organization  of  the 
Judiciary  System. 


After  Mr.  Breckenridge  had  clofeihfiB 
remarks,  a  confiderabie  ptufe  e  — 
the  prefident  read  the  refolution,  ana', 
enquired  if  the  houfe  was  ready  for  the 
queltion. 

Mr.  Olcot  of  N.'  Hamfiiirc,  thought 
the  fubjea  of  fo  much  i<pj  qrtani  e  as  to- 
merit  furtlier  confideration,  arc  moved  a 
poftponcriient  of  the  (  ueftioni 

Mr.  Cocke  of  Tcnnellee,  ex  peeled  that 
gentlemen  oppofed  to  the  refolution  w  ould 
come  forward  with,  their  arguments  a- 
gainft  it.  If  they  had  no  arguments  to 
ufe,  he  thought  his  friend  from  Js  entu<  ky 
had  brought  forward  real  ins  r!...t  muft 
convince  the  houfe  of  the  projiriet}  oi  the 
repeal. 

Mr. Dayton  from  N.  Jerfey  trufted  that 
it  was  not  the  difpofition  of 'the  mover  to 
prefs  a  docifion  to  day.  He  hoped  the  mo- 
tion for  poftponement  would  be  with- 
drawn; which  was  accordingly  done. 

Mr.  Jona.  Mafon  of  Maftachufetts, 
thought  this  one  of  the  moft  important 
queftioiis  that  ever  came  before  a  ie- 
giflature — that  for  the  laft  twentv-.our 
years,  no  people  on  earth  had  been  fo 
much  in  the  haVit  of  forming  fyftems  of 
government  as  tl,.-  United  States.  Nor 
had  any  people  been  fo  fortunate  for  cool 
and  correa  deliberations,  as  is  evident 
from  the  comlitutions  they  had  formed. — 
The  principal  reafons  he  urged  againft  the 
refolution  were,  that  by  the  conftitqtion 
the  judges  are  to  hold  their  appointments 
during  good  behavour  ;  are  therefore  inde- 
pendant  of  the  legiflature,  as  well  as  the 
executive  ;  and  that  to  repeal  thejudici:  ry 
la\y  would  be  a  direct  violation  of  the 
Conftitution. 

Mr.  Wright  from  Maryland  admitted 
the  importance  of  the  fubjea.    He  pre- 


fumed  that  If  a  repeal  of  the  law  in  quef- 
lion  was  conftilutional,  there  could  be  no 
doubt  from  the  documents  on  their  table 
of  its  expediency — and  if  the  conftitution 
veiled  the  legillature  with  a  power  over 
the  fubject  of  the  refolution,  then  fhould 
a  law  which  had  been  the  effect  of  a  flux 
of  paffion;  be  repealed  by  a  reflux  of  rea- 
fon. He  obl'erved,  the  law  had  reduced 
the  judges  of  the  fupreme  court  from  6  to 
5,  had  annihilated  two  diftricts — that  the 
very  gentlemen  who  oppofed  the  repeal 
of  this  law  had  voted  for  thefe  meafures. 
Thus  it  appeared,  that  tho'  the  conftitu- 
tion juftified  the  meafure  then  it  prohib- 
ited it  noiv. 

Believing  the  judiciary  law  of  the  laft 
fefiion  had  arifen  from  a  difpofition  to 
provide  for  the  warm  friends  of  the  exift- 
ing  admin  iftration  ;  believing  that  great 
inconver.iencies  had  arifen  under  it  ;  be- 
lieving its  expencc  to  be  oppreflive  ;  and 
believing  that  if  one  legillature  had  a 
right  to  pais  it,  another  legillature  had 
the  fame  right  to  repeal  it  ;  he  trufted 
that,  however  a  preceding  legillature 
might  have  beer  governed  by  paffion,  the 
prefent  legiflature  would^by  repealing  it, 
ihew  that  they  were  governed  bv  reafon. 

Mr.  Morris  of  New-York,  Mr.  Prefi- 
dent,  I  am  fo  very  unfortunate,  that  the 
arguments  in  favor  of  the  motion  have 
confirmed  my  opinion,  that  the  law  to 
which  it  refers  ought  not  to  be  repealed. 
The  honorable  mover  has  relied  his  pro- 
pofition  on  two  grounds. 

ift.  That  the  judiciary  law  paffed  laft 
feflion  is  unneceffary,  and 

idly.  That  we  have  a  right  to  repeal 
it  and  ought  to  exercife  that  right. 

The  numerical  mode  of  argument,  made 
life  of  to  prove  this,  is  perfectly  novel, 
and  commands  my  tribute  of  admiration. 
This  is  the  firft  time  I  ever  heard  the  u- 
tility  of  courts  of  juftice  eftimated  by  the 
number  of  fuits  carried  before  them.  I 
have  read  that  a  celebrated  monarch  of 
England,  the  Great  Alfred,  had  enacted 
fuch  laws,  eftabliflied  fuch  tribunals,  and 
organifed  fuch  a  fyftem  of  police,  that  a 
purfe  of  gold  might  be  hungupon  the  high- 
way without  any  danger  of  being  taken. 
Had  the  honorable  gentleman  from  Ken- 
tucky exilled  in  thole  days,  he  woule  per- 
haps have  attempted  to  convince  old  Al- 
fred, that  what  he  confidered  as  the  glo- 
ry of  his  reign,  was  its  greatell  evil.  For 
by  taking  the  unfrequency  of  crimes  as  a 
proof  that  tribunals  were  unneceffary,  and 
thus  boldly  fubftituting  effect  for  caufe, 
the  gentleman  might  demonflratc  the  inu- 
tility of  any  inftitution  by  a  fyltem  of  rea- 
foning  the  moft  fallacious. 

But,  Sir,  if  with  that  poor  meafure  of 
ability  whichit  has  pleafed  Godtogive  me 
I  march  on  that  ground  which  I  have  been 
accultomed  to  deem  folid,  I  fhould  fay 
that  in  fo  far  as  the  terror  of  our  judicial 
inftitutions  prevented  the  perpetration  of 
crimes,  in  that  fame  degree  are  thofe  in- 
ftitutions uferul. — This  wouldbe  my  mode 
ofreafoning,  but  for  the  Wonderful  difco- 
very  made  by  the  honorable  mover  of  the 
refolution. 

We  have  been  told  of  the  great  expence 
of  the  ju  liciary — that  it  amouted  to  137, 
000  dollars.  And  thus  "attributing  the 
whole  expence  of  the  eftablifhment  to 
this  particular  law,  it  has  been  affumed 
in  argument  that  to  repeal  the  law  would 
be  to  fave  137,000  dollars.  If  the  other 
arithmetical  arguments  of  the  gentleman 
were  equally  incorrect,  his  inferences 
will  be  entitled  to  but  little  attention. 

Of  this  futn,  it  appears  from  a  report 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treafury  that 
45,000  dollars  are  for  the  contingent  ex- 
pences  of  juries,  witnelTes,  &c.  which 
ferves  in  fome  meafure  to  (hew  that  it  is 
expected  much  bufinefs  will  be  actually 
done. 

The  expence  arifing  under  this  law, 
that  it  is  propofed  to  repeal  amounts  to 
30,000  dollars,  cxclufive  of  15,000  dol- 
lars eftimated  for  contigent  expences,  ma- 
king together  45,000  dollars.  But  let  us 
not  flint  the  allowance  ;  throw  in  a  few 
th  mfands  more,  and  let  the  whole  be  fta- 
ted  at  51,000  apportion  this  fum  among 
the  people  of  the  United  States  according 
to  the  cenfus  lately  taken,  and  you  will 
find  that  each  individual  will  payjuftone 
cent.  And  for  this  infignificant  laving 
of  a  cent  a  man,  we  are  called  upon  to 
give  up  all  that  is  valuable  to  a  nation. 

One  of  the  great  purpofes  of  a  govern- 
ment is  to  fecure  the  people  from  foreign 
invafion.  To  be  ready  to  repel  fuch  in- 
vafion  requires  a  great  revenue  and  many 
officers  become  neceffary  to  collect  it. 
Such  an  inva.ion,  however,  may  or  may 
not  take  place.  If  I  judge  from  certain  do- 
cuments laid  before  us,  thofe  who  admini- 
fter  our  affairs  have  but  little  apprehenfi- 
on  of  that  event.  If  then  there  be  lit- 
tle or  no  fuch  danger,  or  if  the  people  be 
fufficiently  fecured  againft  it,  what  elfe 
have  they  a  right  to  afk  for  in  return  for 
their  money  expended  in  the  fupport  of 
government?  They  have  a  right  to  afk 
for  the  protection  of  the  law  in  proper 


courts  of  juftice,  toftcure  the  weal:  againft 
the  ftrong,  the  poor  againft  the  rich,  the 
oppretTtd  againft  the  oppreflor.  And  is 
this  little  which  they  afk,  to  he  denied? 
Are  the  means  by  which  the  injured  can 
obtain  redrefs,  to  be  curtailed  ar.d  dimin- 
iihed  ?  Much  may  be  feared  from  armies 
— They  may  turn  their  f-vords  againft  our 
own  bofoms,  they  may  elevate  a  chief  to 
defpotic  power.  But  what  danger  is  to 
be  apprehended  from  an  army  of  judges. 

Gentlemen  fay,  recur  to  the  ancienilyf- 
tem.  What  is  that  fyftem  ?  Six  judges 
of  the  fupreme  court  to  ride  the  circuits 
of  America  twice  a  year,  and  fit  twice  a 
year  at  the  feat  of  government.  With- 
out enquiring  into  the  accuracy  of  a  ftate- 
ment  made  by  the  gentleman  refpecting 
the  courts  of  England  in  which,  I  appre- 
hend, he  will  find  himfelf  deceived;  let 
me  alk  what  would  be  the  effects  of -fhe 
old  fyftem  here.  Caft  an  eye  over  t\\c  ex- 
tent of  our  country,  and,a  moment's  con- 
fideration  will  (hew,  that  the  firft  magif- 
tratejin  felectinga  chanclerfor  the  bench, 
muft  feek  lei's  the  learning  of  a  judge 
than  the  agility  of  a  poll-boy,  Can  it  be 
poflible,  that  men  advanced  in  years,  for 
fuch  alone  can  liave  the  maturity  of  judg- 
ment fitting  for  the  office,  tint  men  edu- 
cated in  the  clofet,  men  who  from  tl.eir 
habits  of  life  muff  have  more  ftrcngth  of 
mind  than  of  body  ;  is  it  I  fay  poflible, 
that  fuch  men  can  be  running  from  one 
end  of  the  continent  to  the  other?  Or  if 
they  could,  can  they  find.time  to  hear  and 
decide  caofes  ?  I  have  been  told  by  men 
of  eminence  on  the  bench,  that  they 
could  not  hold  their  offices  under  the  old 
arrangement. 

What  is  the  prefent  fyftem  ?  Von  have 
added  to  the  old  judges  feven  diflrict,  and 
fixteen  circuit  judges.  What  will  be  the 
effect  of  the  defirtd  repeal  ?  Will  it  not 
be  a  declaration  'o  the  remaining  judges 
that  they  hold  their  offices  fubject  to  your 
will  andpleafure?  And  what  will  be  the 
refult  of  this  ?  It  will  be  that  the  check 
eftablilhed  by  the  conftitution,  w Hired  for 
by  the  people,  and  necefTary  in  every  con- 
templation of  common  fenfeis  deftrcved. 
It  had  been  faid,  and  truly  too,  that  gov- 
ernments are  made  to  pro*  ide  againft  the 
follies  and  vices  of  men.  Porto  fuppofe 
that  governments  reft  upon  reafon,  is  a 
pitiful  folecifm.  If  mankind  were  rea- 
sonable they  would  Want  no  government. 
Hence  checks  are  required  in  the  diftri- 
bution  of  power  among  thofe  who  are  to 
exercife  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  people. 
Did  the  people  of  America  veil  all  pow- 
ers in  the  legillature?  No.  They  had 
veiled  in  the  judges  a  check  intended  to 
be  efficient  ;  a  check  of  the  firft  neceffny, 
to  prevent  an  invafion  of  the  conftitution 
by  unconftitutional  laws,  a  check  which 
might  prevent  any  faction  from  intimida- 
ting or  annihilating  the  tribunals  them- 
felvcs. 

On  this  ground,  faid  Mr.  Morris  I  Hand 
to  arreft  the  victory  meditated  over  the 
conftitution  of  my  country ;  a  victory 
meditated  by  thofe  who  wilh  to  proftrate 
the  conftitution  for  the  furtherance  of 
their  own  ambitious  views.  Not  of  him' 
who  had  recommended  this  meafure,  nor 
of  thofe  who  urge  it ;  for  or.  his  upright- 
nefs  and  their  uprightnefs  I  have  th":  fill- 
left  reliance ;  but  of  thofe  in  the  back 
ground,  who  have  further  and  higher  ob- 
jects.— Thefe  troops  that  protect  theout- 
works  are  to  be  firll  dil'miffed.  Thofe 
polls  which  prefent  the  ftrongeft  barriers 
are  firft  to  be  taken,  and  then  the  confti- 
tution becomes  an  eafy  prey. 

Let  us  then,  fecondly,  confider  whe- 
ther we  have  conftitutionally  a  power  to 
repeal  this  law.  (Here  Mr.  Morris  quo- 
ted the  3d  art.  and  firft  lection  of  the  con- 
ftitution.) I  have  heard  a  verbal  criti- 
cifm about  the  words  sballznil  may,  which 
appeared  the  more  unneceffary  to  me,  as 
the  fame  word,  shall,  is  applied  to  both 
members  of  the-  fection. — Fork  fays  M  the 
judicial  power  &c.  fliall  be  veiled  in  one 
fupreme  court  and  fuch  inferiors  court-  as 
the  Congrefs  may  from  rime  to  time  prd riii 
and  eftablifh." — The  legillature,  there- 
fore, had  without  doubt  the  right  of  de- 
termining in  the  firft  inlla.rce,  what  infe- 
rior courts  fhould  be  eftablifhed  ;  but  when 
eftabliflied  the  words  are  i-nperative,  a 
part  of  the  judicial  power  fliall  veft  in 

them  And    "the  judges  shall  hold 

their  offices  during  good  behaviour." — 
"They  shall recievcacompenfation  which 
shall  not  be  diminifhed  during  their  con- 
tinuance in  office."  Therefore,  whether 
the  remarks  be  applied  to  the  tenure  of 
the  office,  or  the  quantum  of  compenfati- 
on,the  conftitution  is  equally  imperative. 
After  this  expofrtion,  gentlemen  are  wel- 
come to  any  advantage  to  be  derived 
from  the  criticifm  on  shall  and  may. 

But  another  criticifm,  which,  but  for 
'us  feriou3  effects,  I  would  call  pleasant, 
has  been  made  ;  the  amount  of  which  is, 
you  fhall  not  take  the  man  from  the  of- 
fice, but  you  may  take  the  office  from  the 
man;  you  fhall  not  drown  him  but  you 
may  fink  his  boat  under  him  ;  you  fhall 


not  put  him  to  death,  but  you  may  take  a- 
way  his  life.  The  conftitution  fecures 
to  a  judge  his  office,  fays  he  lhall  hold  it, 
that  is,  it  Ihell  not  be  taken  from  him  du- 
ring good  bebavour  ;  the  legillature  fliall 
not  diminifh,  though  their  bounty  may 
incrtafe  his  friary  ;  the  conftitution  pro- 
vides perfectly  for  the  inviolability  of 
this  tenure  ;  but  yet  we  may  deftyoy  rhe 
of  ice  which  we  cannot  take  away,  as  if 
t lie diftruclion  of  the  c.r.ze  would  not  as 
effectually  deprive  him  of  it  as  the  grant 
to  another  perfen.  It  is  admitted  that  no 
power  derived  from  the  confti;ution  can 
deprive  him  of  the  office,  and  yet  it  is 
contended  that  by  repeal  of  the  law 
that  office  may  be  deffoyed.  Is  not  this 
abfurd?.It  has  been  laid,  that  whatever 
one  legifature  can  do  another  can  undo  j 
becaufe  no  legillature  can  bind  its  fuccef- 
for,  and  ther  efore  that  whatever  we  make 
ve  can  deftroy. — This  I  deny  on  the 
ground  of  reafon,  tnd  on  that  of  the  con- 
rliaitution.  What  can  a  man  deitrcy  his 
owe  children  !  Can  you  annul  you  own 
compacts  ?  Can  you  annihilate  the  itati 
onal  debt  ?  When  you  have  bylaw  crea- 
ted a  political  exiltence,  can  you  by  re- 
pealing the  law,  diffolve  the  corporati- 
on you  had  made  ?  When  by  your  laws 
you  give  to  an  individual  any  right 
whatever,  can  you  by  a  fubfequent  law 
rightfully  take  it  away  ?  No.  When 
you  make  a  compact  you  are  bound  bv 
it.  When  you  make  a  promife  you  mult 
perform  it.  Eftablilh  the  contrary  doc- 
trine and  what  follows?  The  whim  of 
the  moment  becor-es  the  law  of  the  land  ; 
your  country  will  be  looked  upon  as  a  den 
of  robbers  ;  every  honc-ll  man  will  fly  your 
thorcs.  Who  will  trull  you,  when  you 
are  the  firft  to  violate  your  own  contract  ? 
The  pofition,  therefore,  that  the  legilla- 
ture may  rightfully  repei.l  every  law 
made  by  a  preceding  legillature,  when, 
tefted  by  reafon,  is  untrue  ;  and  it  is  e- 
qually  u  ntrue  when  compared  with  the 
precepts  of  the  conftitution  ■  for  what 
does  the  conftitution  fay  ?  "  You  dial] 
make  no  ex  pest  ficli  l^w." — Is  not  this 
an  ex  post failo  law  ? 
V  CvpAtlemen  fay  the  fyftem  of  the  lafl 
feflion  is  mere  theory.  For  argument 
fak\ it  fliall  be  granted  ;  and  what  then 
is  the  language  of  reafon  ?  Try  if,  put  it 
to  the  tell  of  experience.  What  refpect 
can  the  people  have  for  a  legiflature  that 
without  reflection  meets  but  to  undo  the 
acts  of  its  prcdeceffor3.  Isit  prudent,  is  it 
decent,  even  if  the  law  were  unwife,  thus 
to  commit  our  reputation  and  theirs?  Is 
it  not  highly  dangerous  to  call  upon  the 
people  to  decide  which  of  us  are  fools  ; 
for  one  of  us  mult  be. 

And  what  would  be  the  effect  on  the 
injured  man  who  feefa  redrefs  in  a  court 
of  juftice,  and  whom,  by  this  repeal  you 
fhall  have  deprivrd of  bis  right?  You 
have  faved  him  a  irrifefable  cent,  and  you 
have  perhaps  utterly  ruined  him. 

But  the  honorable  mover  of  th  j  refo- 
lution has  told  us,  not  only  what  is,  but 
what  is  to  be.  He  has  told  us  not  only 
that  fuits  have  decrealed  but  that  they 
will  decreafe,  and,  relying  on  his  pre- 
conception, informs  us  that  the  internal 
rsxes,  will  be  repealed  ;  and  grounds  the 
expediency  of  repealing  the  judiciary  law 
on  the  annihilation  of  thefe  taxes.  Thus 
taking  for  granted  the  non-exiftence  of  a 
law  that  yet  exifts,  he  infers  from  its  de- 
-ftruetiou,  and  the  confequent  celTation  of 
of  l'u^  under  it,  the  inutility  of  the  ju- 
dicaWftablilhment.  And  when  he  has 
carried  his  prefent  point,  and  broke  down 
the  judiciary  fyftem,  he  will  tell  us  per- 
haps that  we  may  as  well  repeal  the  in- 
ternal taxes  becaufe  we  have  no  judges  to 
enforce  thecollecton  of  them. 

But  what  will  he  the  effect  of  thefe  re- 
peals, and  of  all  thefe  difmiflions  from 
office  ?  I  impeach  not  the  motives  of 
!  gentlemen  who  advoc.-.tc  this  meafure. 
J  In  my  heart  I  believe  them  kd  be  upright. 
1  But  they  fee  not  the  confequences — We 
!  are  told  the  ftates  want,  and  ought  to 
,  have  more  power.  We  are  told,  that 
they  are  the  legitimate  fourcea  from 
which  the  citizen  is  to  derive  protection 
— Their  judges  are,  I  fuppofe,  to  enforce 
our  laws — Judges  appointed  by  Hate 
authority,  fupported  by  Hate  fhlary,  and 
I  looking  for  promotion  to  Hate  influence, 
I  or  dependent  upon  ftate  party.  There 
i;  are  fome  honorable  gentlemen  now  pre- 
|  fent,  who  fat  in  the  Convention  which 
jj  formed  this  conftitution.  I  ap- 
J  peal  their  recollection,  have  they  not 
ieen  the  time  when  the  fate  of  America 
was  fufpendedbv  a  hair;  my  life  for  it, 
if  another  Convention  be  afTembled  they 
will  part  without  doing  any  thing — Ne- 
ver in  the  flow  of  time  was  there  a  mo- 
ment fo  propitious,  as  that  in  which  the 
Convention  affembled.  The  States  had 
been  convinced  by  melancholy  experience 
how  inadequate  they  were  to  the  manage- 
ment of  our  national  concerns.  The 
paffions  of  the  people  were  lulled  tofleep 
— ftate  pride  flumbered — the  conftitution 
was  promulgated — «ud  then  it  awoke; 


and  oppoiition  wa»  formed — but  it  was 
vain.  The  people  of  America  bound 
the  ftates  down  by  this  compact. 

One"  great  provifion  of  the  conftitu- 
tion, a  provifion  that  exhibited  the  lub- 
lime  fpectacle  of  a  great  ftate  Lowing 
before  the  tribunal  of  juftice,  is  gone  ! 
Another  great  bulwark  is  now  to  be  re- 
moved. You  are  told  you  muft  look  to  the 
ftates  for  protection  ;  your  internal  reve- 
nues are  to  be  fwept  away  ;  your  fole  reli- 
ance muft  reft  upon  commercial  duties-— 
In  this  reliance  you  will  be  deceived.  But 
what  is  to  be  the  effect  of  all  thefe  chan- 
ges ?  I  am  afraid  to  fay — I  will  leave  it 
to  the  feelings  and  consciences  of  gentle- 
men. But  remember,  the  moment  this 
union  is  diffolved,  we  fliall  no  longer  be 
governed  by  votes. 

Examine  the  annals  of  hiftory,  look 
into  the  records  of  time,  fee  w'hat  ha* 
been  the  ruin  of  every  republic  ?  the 
vile  love  O1p0pul.11/ty.  Why  are  we 
here?  To  fave  the  people  from  their 
greateft  enemy  ;  to  fave  them  from  thtm- 
felves.  What  caufed  the  ruin  of  the  re- 
publics of  Greece  and  Kome  ?  Dema- 
gogues, who  by  flattery  gained  the  aid 
of  the  populace  to  eftablifh  dtfpotifm. 
But  if  you  will  fliut  your  eyes  to  the 
light  of  hiftory,  and  vour  ears  to  the 
voice  of  experience — fee  at  lcaft  what 
has  happened  in  your  own  times.  In 
1789,  it  was  no  longer  a  doubt  with  en- 
lightened ftatefmen,  wh:.t  would  be  tne 
e\ent  of  the  French  revolution;  before 
tire  firft  of  January  1790,  the  only  quef- 
tion  v/as  who  would  become  the  defj.ot. 
the  word  liberty,  indeed  from  that  dty 
to  this,  had  been  foUr.ded  in  our  cars,  but 
never  had  any  real  exiltence  ;  there  is  no- 
thing left  but  the  word.     .  . 

We  are  now  about  to  violate  the  con- 
ftitution. Once  touch  it  with  unhallow- 
ed hands,  facrifice  but  one  of  its  provi- 
fions,  and  we  are  gone.  We  commit  the 
fate  of  America  to  the  mercy  of  time 
and  chance. 

I  hope  the  honorable  gentleman  from 
Maryland  will  pardon  me,  if  from  the 
faction  of  the  law  which  he  has  cited,  I 
deduct  an  inference  diametrically  oppo- 
fite  to  that  for  which  he  has  Contended. 
He  ha.s  told  us,  that  :he  laft  congrefs  in 
reducing  the  judges  of  the  fupreme  court 
from  fix  to  five,  havfl  exercifed  the  right 
which  is  now  to  be  ufed,  and  made  a  le- 
giflatne  conf.ruction  of  this  claufe  in  the 
conftitution.  But  look  at  the  law.  It 
declares,  that  this  reduction  ihall  not  be 
made  until  by  death  or  reiignation  only 
five  judges  ihall  remain.  Thus  in  the 
very  moment  when  they  exprefs  the  opi- 
nion, that  five  judges  are  fufficient,  they 
acknowledge  their  incompetency  to  re- 
move the  iixth  judge,  ajid  thereby  make 
the  legiflative  declaration,  tkat  they  had 
not  the  right  now  contena^d  for. 

[Mr.  Morris  here  noticed  fome  other 
remarks  which  had  fallen  from  the  gen- 
tleman from  Maryland,  mr.  Wright,  on 
the  conftruction  of  the  conftitution.  But 
as  they  are  fubftantially  cemprifed  in  the 
preceding  ftatem^nt,  we  omit  them.] 

He  concluded  by  recapitulating  his  ar- 
guments. A  contract,  faid  he,  is  made 
between  the  government  and  the  judge 
— The  prelident  appoints — The  legilla- 
ture fiiea  his  falary — He  accepts  the 
office.  The  contract  is  complete.  He 
is  then  under  the  protection  of  the  con- 
ftution,  which  neither  the  prefident  nor 
congrefs  cr.n  infringe.  The  contract  is 
a  folemn  one.  Can  you  violate  it  ?  If 
you  can,  you  may  throw  this  conftituti- 
on into  the  flames — It  is  gone,  it  is  dead.
